EUBANKS ASKS 
THAT NEGROES 
BE ADMITTED 

Says UK Polity 
Denies Admission 
Because Of Color 

Charles Lamont Eubanks 17 year- 
old Louisville Negro seeking ... (mis- 
sion to the engineering college of 
the University, asked the Federal 
District court Saturday to issue a 
permanent injunction restraining 
University officials from "refusing 
to admit qualified Negroes to the 
University solely because of race 
or color." 

The court was asked to enter a 
judgment stating that the Univer- 
sity's alleged policy of refusing ad- 
mission to Negroes solely because of 
rare and color "is a denial of the 
equal protection of the laws guaran- 
teed by the Fourteenth amendment 
of the United States constitution | 
and therefore is unconstitutional 
and void." 

Five thousand dollars damages 
against Leo M. Chamberlain, regis- 
trar of the University, was asked by 
Eubanks for injuries allegedly suf- 
fered as a result of his denial of ad- 
mission to the University.

Open criticism of the amendment 
will be welcomed. SGA officials said 
yesterday, since the proposal plans 
reorganization of a large part of the 
existing student government system. 

Fundamental change in the 
amendment is the abolition of the 
committee system in the SGA ad- 
ministrative set-up and the substi- 
tution of departments whose heads 
would be appointed by the student 
president. 

By clearing away the confusing 
and overlapping rommittee system 
now in effect, this amendment 
to the

The amendment may become law 
by being submitted to the student 
body in the form of a petition, and 
if 20 percent of the students ap- 
prove the petition it may be sent 
to the student legislature for final 
approval by a two-thirds majority 
vote. 

If it fails to pass the legislature, 
it may be put into effect by a ma- 
jority vote of the student body in 
which at least 20 percent of the 
participate.
